CONCLUDED. 

It appears that the town has in available funds 
after paying current expense up to Jan. 1, 1875, 
and for the Head of the Bay School House, and 
for the expenss incurred by the fire at Snake Pond, 
‘for which no appropriations were made—the sum 
of $18,697,94, in our opinion several thousand dol- 
lars more than will be called for before the tax of 
1875 should be available. In making the appro- 
priations last Spring the Corporation and Bank tax, 
also the reimbursement of State Aid the amount of 
which was $2,901,59 was not taken into considera- 
tion—which amount more than paid our State Tax 
by $561,59—so that there was assessed from three 
to four thousand dollars more than there was any 
expected demand for.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


* 


To the Charman and Gentlemen of the School 
Committee. 

Although the work of the present school year is 
not completed by some two months; | haye thought 
it best for several reasons, that the School report 
should be published with that of the Finance Com- 
mittee.—In presenting my report, you will permit 
me to congratulate you upon the general good con- 
dition of our Schools. At no time within our re- 
collection have they been in better working order 
than now. ney 

The whole number of children between the ages 
of five and and fifteen as returned by the Selectmen, 
is 710. Of this number 686 have been members of 
the Public Schools during the present School year, 
7 under five years of age and 104 over fifteen, mak- 
ing the whole number that have attended the Schools 
during some portion of the year, 797. 

The number of Schools supported by the town the 


Zo 


present year has been twenty-two, in seventeen 
different buildings, viz: at Greenville, Wakeby, 
Farmersville, Scorton, Cedarville, Spring Hill, 
Jarvesville, School St., West town, West Sandwich, 
North Sandwich, Head of the Bay, Monument, So. 
Monument, Pocasset (Furnace,) South Pocasset and 
the High School, in the Academy building. Eley- 
en of these are graded Schools, or partly so, the oth- 
ers are mixed, 

The School buildings are generally in very fair 
condition. No extensive repairs will be quired 
during the next year. The roofs of the houses at 
Wakeby and Scorton, will probably need to be re- 
shingled upon one side before another winter. At 
the Head of the Bay a new house has been built 
and occupied during the Fall and Winter terms. 
For convenience, cheerful appearance and pleasant- 
ness of location, this house is not excelled by any in 
town. The people of this section are to be com- 
mended for the interest they have manifested in 
furnishing this room and that it may be kept in 
good condition. There has been considerable com- 
plaint ‘that the School houses are used for other 
purposes than these for which they are especially 
designed—Evening Meetings, Singing Schools, 
Meetings of young people &c. The complaint is 
that books are frequently taken away, torn, or soil- 
ed, the desks cut, and otherways injured, the fuel 
furnished by the town used, and the buildings them- 
selves frequently endangered by fire. The town 
has already taken action, as to what purposes the 
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School houses may be used, and I suggest that 
whenever they are. to be’ used in the evening for 
whatever purpose, they shall be’ opened, remain in 
the care of, and closed by a responsible person, and 
that if any expense is incurred it shall be paid by 
the persons using them. 


SCHOOL APPROPRIATIONS. 


In a graduated table, prepared by the Seey. ot 
the Board of Education, in which all the towns in 
the State are arranged according to the percentage 
of their taxable property appropriated to the, sup- 
port of Public Schools, Sandwich stands the 8th 
in the list, certainly a most creditable showing, and 
one in which we may justly take pride. The ques- 
tion may be asked, why, if we appropriate so large 
a sum, are not our Schools in session through the 
year? This may be very readily answered. Our 
town covers a very large extent of territory, spars- 
edly settled, containing many small villages, which 
necessitates a large number of Schools. Here we 
are met by a question which will have to be answer- 
ed sooner or later. Shall we continue to support 
so many Schools, many of which are growing less in 
numbers each year—or shall we unite some of them, 
and make provision to transport the children who 
are beyond certain limits ? Quite a number of towns 
have adopted this plan and so far as can be learned 
it has proved asuccess. I submit this question to 
your careful consideration. I certainly do not ad- 
vise any increase in our appropriations at present.

Let our children improve their present opportuni- 
ties by aregular and punctual attendance—and those 
whose duty it is, see that the appropriations are 
judiciously and economically expended, it is not to 
be doubted that whenever it can reasonably be 
shown that more money is required,—it will be cheer- 


fully granted.

Our Schools with one or two exceptions, have 
been satisfactorily conducted during the past year. 
In very many of them a good degree of progress is 
very apparent. Comparing their present condition 
with what it was five years since, when I had a par- 
tial supervision of them, the improvement in the 
relative standing of scholars of the same age, 1s more 
marked in the High School, Intermediate and Prim- 
ary than in the Grammar departments. Why this is 
so may not be difficult to understand. The addi- 
tional time that our Schools are now in session, 
would seem to warrant improved results in‘all of 
them. No pupil can be expected to occupy even a 
respectable rank in his class, if he loses two or three 
and perhapsimore recitationsa week and the evilis by 
no means limited to the absent or tardy pupil; the 
progress of all his classes is delayed ; the teacher

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after spending the time allotted for a recitation, 
and after, as he thinks making some point clear 
to his class, finds the next day one or two who 
were absent the preceeding day, and know nothing 
of the work gone over. What is he to do? Either 
he must spend the time that belongs to the class in 
going over the work again, or the absentees must 
continue in ignorance of perhaps an important, 
principle. The teacher becomes discouraged and 
very soon loses the enthusiasm with which he com- 
menced his labors: the pupil after dragging along 
behind his class, leaves it for the next lower, if his 
pride does not exclude him from the School alto- 
gether. 

It is not to be inferred that this evil is confined 
to the Grammar departments alone ; it is found in 
all grades, and wherever found the consequences 
are the same. J am more and more convinced that 
absenteeism, if not the greatest, is certainly one of 
the greatest hinderances, with which a faithful 
teacher has to contend, and until parents and guar- 
dians see that their children are regular and punct- 
ual in their attendance at School, they need not ex- 
pect them to make much progress even with the best 
of teachers.—On thissubject the School Committee 
of Westfield say : 

“No one doubts the interest of the parent in his 
child, and to suppose that the father and mother 
would not make great sacrifice for their children 
would be unreasonable, but we are led to conclude 
that there are in our midst a large number who do 
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not clearly recognize the importance of constant at- 
tendance at School. Of those we ask if they can 
reasonably expect to make good farmers, or mechan- 
ics, or clerks, or even be tolerable at anything by 
giving to their vocation a sixth or a third of their 
time ? A person of any sense knows better. Why 
then expect any semblance of scholars, in your 
children by sending them to school half the time. 
By such a course of irregularity and inattention to 
the legitimate business of youth, they not only fail 
to procure for themselves the education that society 
demands, but what is of much more importance, 
they do not acquire habits of industry and attention 
to business. To the average person thus meagerly 
equipped and poorly prepared at the outset, life 
will rarely be a success except by the fortunate 
concurrence of circumstances.” 

There is another class of children, and the number 
is by no means very small, who enter the Primary 
Schools, attenda few days or weeks <luring aterm. 
This is continued for a few years, until they become 
so old, are ashamed to attend longer and leave 
school altogether.—Consequently there have grown 
up,—and are growing up to-day, in our midst, those 
who are unable even to read or write their names. 
Well may our large tax-payers ask—‘ Why are 
these children about the streets, growing up in ig- 
norance and vice, to be a pest to society, when such 
provision has been made for their education ?” If 


it is just (and we beleive it 1s) to compel a man to 


pay a tax for the education of each child, is it not 
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equally just to compel each child by constant at- 
tendance, to make a proper use of the money so rais-

SPELLING. 


In many of the Schools it was found that spell- 
ing had been much neglected. In some the exer- 
cise was limited to a few words selected from the 
reading lesson, in others omitted altogether, as a 
natural consequence the members of these schools 
were found to be very deficient in this important 
branch. Continual practice is the only way by 
which children can ever become good spellers. 
The old method of learning a number of words more 
or less daily, supplemented by the written or print- 

ed exercise, is the best way yet devised to accom- 
plish so desirable a result. When a child has be- 
come familar with the arrangment of the letters in 
any given word he has learned to spell that word. 
In the same manner and inno other, he may learn 
to spell any word in the language. Being present 
during a written exercise in spelling in one of the 
schools, Iasked the teacher what was her method 
with mistakes. ‘‘Kach pupil re-writes all misspelled 
words ten times.” Such practice cannot fail to 
make good spellers, and I recommend it to all our 
teachers. It appears that we are not alone in the 
neglect of spelling. I copy from an article that ap- 
peared some months since in one of the Boston 
dailies. Says the writer,—“I questioned a girl of 
ten about spelling.—Her answer told the whole 
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story, “Oh, they only teach us to spell the large 
words, I know nothing about the little ones,” and: 
so it proved. I would advise that the old regime 
that turned out such well grounded scholars a gen- 
eration ago be restored. We should not then have 
our eyes so often offended with incorrect spelling.” 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


It was ever the opinion of the Committee having 
the care of this School, that whenever it should be 
located permanently, the standard for admission 
should be raised. The commencement of the pre- 
sent School year seemed to be a favorable oppor- 
tunity ; consequently from a class of eighteen that 
applied for admission, but two were found to be 
qualified to enter. It was therefore thought best 
under the circumstances to admit none.—It would 
be advisable I think at the commencement of anoth- 
er year, that the course of study should be revised, 
and a longer time be devoted to sone of the studies 
now pursued. There are several reasons why these 
changes should be made. From every class that has 
eraduated, some have remained during a part or the 
whole of thefourth year. A very large proportion of 
those who complete the course, and most or all of 
those, who partly finish it, do not pursue their stud- 
ies further, but enter at once upon the duties of the 
household, work-shop, store or farm. The studies 
of such should be selected with a view to obtaining 
the greatest amount of general knowledge, the 
means of directive power and further self-education, 
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and best fit them for the duties of an active and 
useful lite.—For those who intend to enter upon a 
more advanced cause of study or engage in teaching, 
another year of preparation would certainly be ben- 
eficial. If this school is ever to have the confidence 
of our people generally, it must be done by elevat- 
ing its character: by makihg it such an institution, 
that its influence shall be felt in the most remote 
School in town; as an incentive to study by the 
pupils, «nd tothoroughness in teaching by the teach- 
ers; Not by making it as showy a school as possible 

but as excellent as possible/ There are in the west- ‘ 
ern part of the town quite anumber of pupils who 
would avail themselves of the privileges of the 
High School could they reach it conveniently, ) The 
Legislature has provided that towns “may appro- 
priate money to be expended by the School Com- 
mittee in providing for the conveyance of pupils to 
and from the Public Schools.” Would it not be 
well to avail ourselves of this privilege and appro- 
priate a small sum for this purpose ? It is to be ex- 
pected that this will be met by many objections, on | 
the part of those who look uponthe High Scrool as 
only a convenient method of avoiding the penalty, 
for not maintaining the appearance of one—but the 
opinions of such persons should not be allowed to 
stand in the way of our highest educational inter- 
ests.—Says one ‘“‘we have no respect for that view 
of education which leads men to decry the work of 
the High School. Such a view arises from an in- 
adequate conception of what bests fits youth for the

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duties of life.”—Before leaving this subject, I feel 
it to be a duty, and also a pleasure, to speak of the 
earnest and thorough manner in which the teacher 
of this School, Mr. Benjamin Cook, has discharged 
his duties: also of the commendable progress the 
pupils have made under his care ful instruction. 

It is at the risk of*being thought “behind the 
times,” that ] venture a word against the present 
system of Public School instruction: and yet anx- 
ious consideration is both felt and manifested, by 
those who have at heart the real interests of this 
very system, which has been and still is our reagon- 
able pride. Is there not a growing danger of sub- 
stituting the “artificial for the real” and so losing 
sight of the true basis of an education? It is well 
understood thatthe aim of public instruction is to 
benefit the people,—all the people. They justly 
claim such education for their children, as shal] best 
fit them for the duties awaiting them in the various 
positions they shall be called to fill. 

There are many whose educational advantages 
are limited to the years of early youth, spent in our 
Public Schools; and there are not a few, who are 
called to the sterner realities of life even before 
childhood is past. Now if the knowledge received 
during these years is alittle of many things, and 
nothing thoroughly ; are not these children defraud- 


ed of that which in after life shall be of substantial — | 


use? And for that other class more favored by cir- 
cumstances, who shall go from:School to College, 
and who ainrto stand among the “learned of the 


4] 
land”,—this same thoroughness at the outset 1s 
quite as essential. The elementary branches are 
the tools with which much may be done, with- 
out which, nothing. “To -read_ the neal 
language well; to write a legible hand with 
despatch ; to spell correctly ; and to master the first . 
four rules of Arithmetic,” so learned a man as Ed- 
ward Everett called a “good education,’—the foun- 
dation without which the superstructure can never 
be built But is it said that we at the present time, 
have advanced beyond this standard to a higher? 
If daily experience justly confirmed this opinion, it 
would be well; but “Unless you are more fortunate 
than I” says a writer on education, “your ears are 
often offended with ungrammatical phrases, and 
your eyes with incorrect spelling.” <A plain state- 
ment, which I fear few of us are able to contradict. 

This state of things plainly indicates that the 
fault at present existing, is not so much a desire to 
know over-much, as the neglect of the fundamental 
principles. 

Another matter deserving passing notice is the 
following: I am frequently called to contend 
with the opinion still- lingering in the minds of a 
few of our people, that success in teaching follows 
only the effort of a ‘man teacher,” com- 
mon phrase.—In the majority of cases this is cer- 
tainly a mistaken view; and very often the result 
of prejudice and not experience. The fact of wo- 
man’s mental capacity to assume the office of teach- 
er has become too well established, both by theory 
and daily exemplification to require demonstration. 

What then is the difficulty? Is it in matters per- 
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taining to discipline, that woman is incompetent, 
and through failure to controland subdue the unruly, 
her effectual working is prevented? I believe the 
error lies back of this outward sign. 

The truth, it seems to me is this,—and it is just 
us ‘sufely true of aman asa woman. ‘Weakness 
cannot conquer strength ;” and no one is qualified 
to undertake the direction of a School, unless he be 
“thoroughly furnished.”—In other words complete- 
ly “master of the situation.” To be simply able to 
reiterate the knowledge contained in the text-books, 
and to control the pupils ; so that day after day 
they are able to recite whole pages of words, is not 
teaching in any enlarged sense of the word. Child- 
rens’ minds must be interested as well as controll- 
ed; and it is certainly a very simple deduction, 
that 1f the mind of a childis fully awakened, active, 
expectant, earnestly seeking those things which he 
understands are to be reckoned among life’s best 
treasures ; there will be neither time nor inclination 
for that disorderly conduct, which renders a man’s 
physical strength necessary to “keep the peace.” 
There can then be no doubt, that a woman, strong 
in mind and heart, devoted to her work, and seek- 
ing always to inspire her pupils with a hearty love 
and appreciation of knowledge as something to be 
ereatly desired and. striven after, a never fail- 
ing source of good to themselves, and not so many 
pages of History, or rules of Arithmetic to be com- 
mitted to memory ; wields a sceptre, whose power 
none can dispute. No one will be in haste to deny 


that there are many such teachers, and happily their 
number is not growing less. As in all the profes- 
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sions many enter uponthem mistaking their talent 
for the required work, so,—more especially perhaps 
—in this field of labor, are many who have dim and 
mistaken ideas of the nature of the work they un- 
dertake. This must needs be, until, by slowly yet 
constantly raising the standard of a teachers quali- 
fications, the time shall come, when it shall be fully 
Eider ales d, that to be Pececetnie in this work, re- 
quires just the same degree of careful preparation, 
with years of study; that precedes the entering upon 
any of the other professions. This feeling pervades 
the general mind to some degree even now, and is 
steadily gaining ground; but not until it is a uni 
versally accepted truth, shall we be able to exelude 
from the ‘‘teachers’ ranks” the many who are in no 
sense worthy of this high calling, and who not 
knowing their own deficiency are surprised and 
even pained at the results which follow their earn- 
est, 1t may be, but wrongly directed effort. I have 
thus br iefly ¢ alled your attention to certain dangers, 
which seem to me lie in the way of the june alk 
vancement of the educational interests in our midst. 

It has not been my purpose to notice the real and 
truly good results of this system of public yan 
tion, for they never were more clearly apparent, « 
more universally appreciated than at the Peck ait 
day. I believe that with systems as individuals, it 
is sometimes more needful, to point out their faults, 
than to applaud their virtues.
